MCT completes bus route 


takeover from BI-

With the absorption of the 
evening No. 5 Tri-City and No. 
18 Collinsville Metrobus routes, 
the Madison County Transit 
District has completed its 
takeover of most of the 
fixed-route bus service in the 
county from the Bi-State 
Development Agency. 

The only 
MADISON Bi-State 
COUNTY routes 
now 

gperating in the county are 
Sunday, holiday and special 
service routes such as the 
Redbird, Blues and Muny 
Opera Express routes. 

There will be no change in 
the weekday schedule of the 
Tri-City route. On Saturdays, 
the 6 p.m. trip leaving 
MetroLink for Madison County 


will be canceled, but there will 
be an alternative trip leavin; 
at 5:47 p.m. All other Saturday 
trips will remain the same. 

No changes are planned to 
the Collinsville Metrobus 
routes. 

“Our decision to transfer 
this service is consistent with 
MCT’s 10-year program to 
shift to a lower-cost transit 
operator,”” said MCT Chairman 
and Granite City Mayor Ron 
Selph. “‘This change has 
enabled MCT to expand bus 
service throughout Madison 
County over the past decade, 
and has permitted the Transit 
District to absorb the 
continuing decline in federal 
operating subsidies without a 
tax increase.”’ 

He said MCT’s level of 
service ‘‘is only possible 
because of savings we have 
achieved.”’

The latest changes, which 
took place Monday, are 
expected to save MCT an 
estimated $250,000 per year, 
said MCT Director of 
Operations Todd Plesko 

Overall, he said, a 
comparison of bus service 
costs showed that in fiscal 
year 1998 the district spent an 
estimated $7.25 million to 

rovide service. If that service 

ad been provided by Bi-State, 
it would have cost an 
estimated $14.73 million. 

Plesko said that the district 
is not likely to take over the 
other routes because it is still 
more cost-effective to have 
Bi-State operate them.

Evans allegedly told

Morgan had pleaded guilty 
to second-degree murder in the 
case. 

Her stepson — and 
Michelle's brother — George 


Morgan, testified Monday 
morning that Mary Morgan 

had caused Michelle’s death in 
August 1961. George Morgan is 
currently serving time in 
prison 

Detective Kurt Sachtelben 
brought the crime to light 
when he spent three years 
investigating the 
circumstances of Michelle's 
death. A former St. Clair 
County coroner had ruled the 
death accidential, but medical 
records at the medical center 
at Scott Air Force Base, where 
she had been treated, 
appeared to indicate the 
possibility of physical abuse 

An autopsy was performed 
on the body of Michelle in 
recent months; it showed 
Michelle had cracked pe ribs ,

= Lincoln sites among popular attractions

Illinois comes by its motto 
as the “Land of Lincoln” 
honestly. In no city is that 
more apparent than in the 
state capital of Springfield. 

There’s the Abraham Lincoln 
home, the Lincoln Tomb, the 
Lincoln family pew at the 
First Presbyterian Church and 
the Lincoln-Herndon law office. 


And that’s just to start with. 
Lincoln’s legacy permeates 
many of the other sites in the 
city he called home for almost 
20 years. 


“(Lincoln) is one of the most 
written about figures in all of 
world history,” said Kim 
Rosendahl, director of tourism 
for the Springfield Convention 
and Visitors Bureau. “He is a 
representation of the American 
dream, a boy who came from 
nothing and went on to become 
president of the United 
States.” 

Lincoln’s presence still

impacts visitors from all 
around the world. While most 
visitors are from within the 
Midwest, world travelers come 
more commonly from England 
and Germany. One day last 
month attracted visitors from 
Australia and the Philippines. 

“Because of his role against

President's steps, 
Rosendahl recommends that 
tourists start at the Lincoln 
Home Visitor Center, 426 S. 7th 
St. While there is no charge to 
tour the home, tickets must be 
obtained from the visitor 
center. Tickets are issued for a 
specific tour time and on a 
first come, first served basis. 

“Once you have your tickets,

A Springfield trip can be 
both entertaining and 
educational. One such site is 
the Old State Capitol. 

“Mr. Lincoln’s World,” a 
costumed interpretive 
program, features actors in 
period costumes from the 
1850s. These tours run from 10 
a.m. to noon and 1 to 4 p.m. on 
Fridays and Saturdays, except 
during May. 

Visitors can watch history in 
the making at the Illinois State 
Capitol. The center of state 
government allows visitors the 
chance to watch politics in 
action from balcony level 
seating when the Legislature is 
in session. 

Another plus for Springfield 
as a family trip destination is 
that its sites are free or 
require only modest donations.

Renaissance St. Louis will 


for the first of three weekends 


of 16th-century fun. 
The Greater St. Louis 


* Renaissance Faire opens at 10 


a.m. Saturday at Rotary Park 
in Wentzville. About 10 acres 
of parkland have been 
transformed into a French 
village of the 1500s. 


“Tt’s something that evolved 
out of a fencing club I 
belonged to,” said Doug Glenn, 
president of Renaissance St. 
Louis, the non-profit 
organization holding the event. 
“Pye had a dream of 
establishing a Renaissance 
Fair in the area for some 
time.” 

Glenn had organized and run 
similar festivals on.a smaller 
scale for charity events. When 

- other members of the fencing 
club showed interest, the work 
began. In May of last year, 
they incorporated the 
non-profit organization. 


“We hit as many fairs as we 
could, to see how they run,” 
Glenn said. ‘‘And we put 
together a seven-person board 
.of directors and a staff.” 

-= They then went about finding 
a home. They checked out a 
half-dozen sites before settling 
on Rotary Park. 

When we met with 
Wentzville and saw the site 
proposed, we loved it. They 
welcomed us and have been 
oat to work with,” Glenn 
said. 


Renaissance St. Louis has a 
10-year agreement to use the 
property. The first year they 
are using 10 acres, and Glenn 
hopes over time to expand to 
the entire 30 acres. 

“As time goes on, we hope 
to build more permanent 
structures on the site, to 
evolve into a whole 
16th-century village,” he said. 

Plans also call for the event 
to +g longer as time goes on. 
“We hope to expand to six 
weekends as we get 
established, Other fairs are up 
to seven or eight weekends,” 
Glenn said, 

“Kansas City gets around 
208000 visitors each year. In

five years I can easily see us 
reaching the Kansas City 
market,” he said. Kansas 
City’s festival runs seven 
weeks. 

Visitors to the event will find 
costumed villagers, nobles, 
peasants and merchants; 
jousting knights on horses; 
stage shows featuring comedy 
and musical acts; a special 
program for children; exotic 


» foods and handmade crafts; 


and games of skill such as 
“drench a wench”’ and ‘‘storm 
the castle.” 

Groups from Kansas City, 
Iowa, Ohio and Texas will 
come to participate in the 
festival.

lot of people excited that St. 
Louis is now on the circuit. 
For some of these crafters and 
performers this is how they 
make their living, going from 
fair to fair,” Glenn said. 

The Greater St. Louis 
Renaissance Faire will have a 
different theme each weekend: 

-- The fair operis with the 
Festival of Wine and Royalty 
on May 15 and 16. A festival is 
being held in the village to 
celebrate the news. that King 
Francois, Queen Eleanor and 
the Royal Court are about to 
visit. Special wine tastings will 
be held throughout the 
weekend. The Jolly Rogers, a 
pirate comedy show from 
Kansas City, will perform. 

-- May 22 and 23 feature a 
Celtic Festival, complete with 
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Hurricanes” 
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an exhibition and open 
competition of Highland 
Games. Games include the 
kaber toss (long pole tossed 
end over end for accuracy), 
sheaf toss (20-pound weighted 
sack tossed for height with a 
pitch fork) and the Braemar 
stone (18-pound or 28-pound 
standing throw for distance). 
Events start at 11 a.m. on the 
jousting field, awards 
ceremony at 4:30 p.m. Entry 
fee is $5 in addition to fair 
admission. 

-- May 29, 30 and 31 is the 
Festival of Love. ‘‘We have a 
couple that were planning a 
Renaissance-themed marriage, 
and they’re going to have it 
there,” Glenn said. “It will be 
a real wedding and everyone is 
invited to attend. As part of 
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the show the previous 
weekend, the groom will ask 
the king for her hand in 
marriage.” 
The Greater St. Louis 
Renaissance Faire will run 
from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m, daily. 
One-day tickets are $10 for 
adults, $8 for seniors and 
students, $6 for children 12 and 
under, Two-day tickets are $16 
for adults, $12 for seniors and 
students, $10 for children 12 
and under. Coupons for $2 off 
admission are available at 
several businesses in 
Wentzville, Glenn said. Tickets 
also are available at the gate 
or call Metrotix at 534-1111.
